ORDER
BY THE COMMISSION:
This matter comes before the Commission on an application
filed August 1, 1986. Public notice of the application was given in the
Pennsylvania Bulletin August 30, 1986. The unopposed application is

certified to the Commission for its decision without oral hearing.

DISCUSSION AND FINDINGS

The transferor seeks to incorporate his business under the
newly formed corporation Gastley's Moving and Storage, Inc. The
applicant was incorporated April 22, 1986. The officers of the
corporation are Harvey C. Gastley, president, Michael J. Gastley, vice
president and Marion B, Gastley, secretary/treasurer. Harvey C. Gastley
is the sole shareholder. The applicant does not now hold authority from
the Commission or the Interstate Commerce Commission,

The authority is being purchased for transfer for the nominal
consideration of $1.00. The authority and all equipment utilized in the
business 1s subject to transfer to the new corporation.

Transfer of assets to the corporation will result in total
assets of $161,204.00 with total liabilities o $138,939.00.
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requirements.

Any unpaid business debts will be assumed by the transferee,
The transferor is maintaining insurance in compliance with Commission

Harvey C. Gastley has filed his 1985 annual report

indicating gross operating revenue of $120,221.00. Revenue in 1984 and
1983 is reported at $111,328.00 and $72,238.00, respectively.

We find:

1.

The applicant is fit, willing and able to provide the

service proposed.

2.

Transfer of the authority is in the public interest and

is necessary for the continued accommodation and convenience of the
public; THEREFORE,

IT IS ORDERED: That the application for transfer be approved

with

granting the applicant the following rights:

To transport, as a Class B carrier, household goods
in use between points in the borough of Gettysburg,
Adams County.

To transport, as a Class D carrier, household goods
in use from the borough of Gettysburg, Adams County,
to points within two hundred (200} miles by the
usually traveled highways of the limits of the said
borough, and vice versa;

(1) That the approval hereby given is not to be
understood as committing the Commission, iIn
any proceedings that may be brought before it
for any purpose, to fix a valuation on the
property and rights to be acquired by applicant
from the present certificate holder equal to the
congideration to be pald therefor, or equal to

any value that may be placed thereon by applicant,

or to approve or prescribe rates sufficient to
yleld a return thereon.

(2) That applicant shall not record in its utility
accounts any amount representing the rights
herein granted in excess of the actual cost of
such rights to the original holder thereof,

the above rights subject to the following general conditions:
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(3) That the applicant charge to Account 1550, Other
Intangible Property, $1.00, being the amount of
consideration pavable by it for the right and
going concern value attributable thereto; less
any amount recorded under condition 2 above; and
subject to further adjustment due to any normal
interim transactions to the date of actual
transfer.

(4) That the accounts of the transferee shall reflect
the same book values as the records of the
transferor at the effective date of the transfer,
any previously recorded appreciation having been
deleted therefrom; provided that the applicant
shall not record in its utility accounts any
amounts representing the right herein granted in
excess of the actual cost of such right to the
original holder thereof.

(5) That the certificate holder shall comply with
all of the provisions of the Public Utility Code
as now existing or as may hereafter be amended,
and 52 Pa. Code §31, as now existing or as may
hereafter be amended, and any other rules and
regulations as may hereafter be prescribed by
the Commission. Failure to comply shall be
sufficient cause to suspend, revoke or rescind
the rights and privleges conferred by the
certificate.

{(6) That the certificate holder shall not transfer,
sell or in any way convey any of its outstanding
capital stock to any individual, partnership,
corporation or any entity, without the prior
filing of an application and approval thereof by
the Commission under 66 Pa. C.S.A. §1102(3).

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED: That upon compliance with the
requirements of the Public Utility Code relating to insurance and the
filing and acceptance of a tariff establishing just and reasonable
rates, a certificate issue evidencing the Commission's approval of the
right to operate as above-determined,

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED: That in the event said applicant has
not, on or before sixty (60) days from the date of service of this
order, complied with the requirements hereinbefore set forth, the
application shall be dismissed without further proceedings.

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IT IS FURTHER ORDERED: That the authority granted herein, to
the extent that it duplicates authority now held by or subsequently
granted to the carrier, shall not be construed as conferring more than
one operating right.

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED: That upon compliance with this order
the rights granted the transferor, Harvey C. Gastley, at A-00092550 be
cancelled as provided for in the attached Supplemental Order.
